1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach a digital to analog converter (DAC) coupled to a first power 
supply node that operates to drive a capacitive load and supply a limited amount of 
voltage to that capacitive load in dependence to a voltage associated with a local power 
supply node; the DAC also feeds a current to a sense node coupled between a first and 
a second resistor circuits whose other ends are coupled to a second power supply node 
and an output node; the sense node also provides an input to an amplifier circuit whose 
output is connected to the output node; the amplifier output is also coupled to the local 
power supply node that has a voltage that is higher than the voltage associated with the 
first supply node relative to the second power supply node.
